Fr. Gillis Sees Turmoil 


Doherty 
Next Speaker 


“One would think that, know- 
ing that the Catholic Church 
has, throughout the ages, civil- 
ized barbarian peoples, modern 
men would say it ‘Come in and 
show us how?’ But they don’t. 
However the Catholic Church 
will get along. The question is, 
will they get along?”’ Thus spoke 
the Reverend James M. Gillis, 
C.S.P., the seventh speaker in 
the current Loyola Lecture Se- 
ries, in the auditorium Sunday, 
April 8. Father Gillis, the 
editor of the Catholic World, 
noted author and vociferous 
champion of justice, addressed 
a near-capacity audience which 
thrilled to his stirring words. 

Speaking on the subject ‘The 
World Turned Upside Down,” 
Father Gillis remarked that 
during the American Revolu- 
tion the people thought the 





world was really turned upside 
down. “But,’’ continued the 
speaker, ‘‘if anyone living then 
could have seen what would 
happen in the future, he would 
have said ‘You ain’t seen no- 
thing yet’. The American Re- 
volution was political not eco- 
nomic. Today we are seeing a 
revolution infinitely more radi- 
cal. It is a total revolution — 
political, social, racial, econo- 
mic, moral and religious. And 
whether we see it or not, it is 
still happening.” 

Claiming that Fascism, Nazi- 
ism and Communism all have 
the same fundamental idea, 
Father Gillis declared that ‘Fas- 
cism is gone, Naziism is about 
to go. But what about the third 
one, Communism? And if you 
regard Communism as I do, 
then the worst is yet to come.” 
This is the warning he would 
leave with us. 

Comparing the Catholic 
Church to the Captain who

stood those and will withstand
